Exceptionally heavy snowfalls and 
lateness of spring prevented the elk 
from obtaining sufficient food and the 
inlm als. especially 
the calves, 
are 
said to be dying rapidly, despite rome 
dial efforts of the governm ent. 
Two herds OI elk are affected, one 
of 20,000 and the other of 30,000 an i­ 
mals. 
lo s s e s in th e first herd m ay 
reach one-third of the entire num ber, 
it is repented, while in the second 
herd the situation is said to be less 
serious.
